‘of the existing reforms, It was Philips Brooks 
who once said, “Christ never cared to re-shape 
circumstances. unti! He had regenerated, It 
is very wonderful to me to see how thoroughly 
His disciples caught this method, Almost 
insiantly, as soon as they began their work,’ 
they seemed to have been filled with a true 
conception of its divine method,—that not from 
the*outside but from the inside; not by the 
remodelling of ‘institutions,. but by a change 
of character; not by the suppression of vice, 
.but by. the, destruction of sin, the world 
was to be saved.” Keeping in mind these 
words, we can triuhfully sav, that what China 
needs most of all, is moral reformation, and, 
as essential to this, regeneration from above. 

Right here we may notice a strange feature 
of Chinese official life; many of those who are 
most friendly to foreign influences are the most 
corrupt ; many who are canservative and anti- 
fareign are the most hones!. , “ The old-timer”. 
prides himself on his ethics; the friend of 
“Voreighers has caugh’ eraze tor wealth, and has 
learned the ways of the spendthrift and de- 
bauchee. The best way lo win the conserva: 
tive mun oftentimes is, not by magnifying 
everything foreign, but by reverting to moral 
principles, For example, a former Governor of 
the Province of Shantuny, Li Ping-heny, was 
noted as extremely hostile to everything foreisn, 
but he was spoken ofas the most honest official 
‘in Chins. A few years aga | sent him a docu. 
ment on reform, in which the moral clement 
was made supreme, The Governor wrole me 
a personal letter expressing his hearty approval, 
the only letter, (think, he ever addressed to a 
foreigner. a 

In examining the.questions of reform in 
China and their net resuits, we may fail to 
realise the vast complexity that is found. 
Official may be hunest according to the Chi- 
bese sys em, though dishonust according to our 
own system of administration. -If censure fs 
to be. passedl, it should be passed on the system, 
more than on the individual. Officials not only 
receive salaries determined by law, but other 
amounts determined by custom, What is .be- 
yond custom 1s regarded by the Chinese as 
corruption, and generally takes the form of 
bribery or extortion. The reason why the Chi- 
nese system i4 not changed to the Occidental 
is because its workings are familiar co all, If 
ahigh official needs more money for himself 
or for his department, he merely informs those 
immediately under him, and they in’ turo call 
upon their inferiors. To place the direction of 
the revenues and the expenditures of the whole 
Empire-in control of the central Goverr.ment at 
Peking seem to the Chinese 2 needless burden, 


| METHODS OF REVORM:IN 
CHINA AND THEIR 
NET RESOLTS, 
fn gg 
(Being a -paper read before the Shanghai 
Missionary Association on the sth of May.) 
BY DR, GILBERT REID.

(143) In February ‘of last year, a startling 
Edict-was issued, abolishing the old prohibition 
of intermarriage of the Manchus and Chinese, 
and exhorting the Chinese everywhere to give 
up the practice af fuaz-binding. This Edict 
was not issued as a command, but the. change 
of custom is helped forward by the known: 
wishes of the Iinperial family, 

(ig.) March ‘ith of fast yea, an Edict was 
issued, stating the desirability of embodying in 
the Chinese laws modern tas adapted from 
abroad jand the Chinese Ministers to foreign 
Counts vere ardered to collect books on laws 

relating to imines, railways, and commerce. 
. The three Viceroys--Liu Kiun-yi, Chany 
Chib-tuay, and Yuan Shih-k‘ai—were also 
ordered to. select men to he sent to Pekings 
to help in fhe transtation of such books, On 
May 13th ‘Shen Chie-pen, a Vice-Presiddnt 
of the Boaant of Punishments, and bu 
Tingfiang, who was then Minister in Was- 
hingtsn, were ordered to draw up a digest of 
“Taws such as could be included in the Chinese 
legal system, {know it's the intention of His - 
* Excellency Wu .o go on with this matter: but 
I think it very plain to us all, that such a task 
requires the help of many legal experts, who at 
the same time are not radical, and do not fail 
to appreciate the character of the laws: already 
existing in China and adapted to the: Chinese. 

(15.) In the development of these reform 
measures, we at last come down to an Edict of 
afew daysago, April the 22nd, when on the 
recommendation of Prince Ching, just appoint: 
ed to be head of the Cabinet, he and another 
member of the Cabinet, Ch‘ti Hung-chr, with 
the Board of Revenue, were empowered to make 
arrangements for a uniform coinage in China, 
by establishing in Peking the chief mint where 
such coins should be struck off, and which 
should take the place of the coins'in other 
mints with their different standards. As soon 
asa sufficient nunber of this uniform currency 
shoul.) be prepared, all taxcs and duties are 
ordered to be-pitid by tha use of such coins, If 
this is carried out, one of. the points in the 
British Commercial Treaty will have. been 
observed. 3 , 

(16.) In connection with these differant: re- 
forms commanded by the Throne. we: ought 
not to omita reference toa renlly very import: 
“ant reform in-the social tife of the Court and 
the high officials on the one siile, and the re- 
presentative families from ubroad on the other 
side, Those only who have known from per- 
sonal experience the obstacles that have atood 
in the way of such friendly relations in the 
past, af the suspicion and espionage that have 
prevailed, can appreciate the imporiance of the 
change, in spirit and in practice, amang the 
highest in the land, Considering the character 
and the past conduct of some of the high per 
sonages, who are now receiving with open arms 
the ladies and gentlemen, with their childern 
of cur home lands we may with reason be dis. 
satisfied, and even disgusted, but none the less 
we should not close our eves to the significance 
of the change that has thus tnken place, since 
the return of the Court to Veking, We have 

always argued that impr ved sacial relations 
hetween the East and the West are the found.
